the balance of the account indicates the amount of the bill to be charged from the 
subscription. 
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41 . (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in claim 33, wherein: 
the subscription is a prepaid subscription; 

the first limit is the preset minimum value for the account; and 

the balance of the account indicates the amount of money the subscriber still has in use. 

42. (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in claim 41, wherein at least the 
second set of services comprises a depositing service. 

43. (Previously Presented) A method as claimed in claim 42, wherein the depositing 
service utilizes authentication of the communication system when authenticating the one who 
wants to deposit. 

44. (Currently Amended) A communication system providing a subscription with an 
account and at least a first limit, the communication system comprising:

60, wherein the comparing is performed during activating a connection and the method further 
comprises:

69. (Currently Amended) A computer readable storage medium according to claim 
60, wherein the computer process further comprises: 

communicating with an apparatus in a communication system maintaining subscription 
information including at least an indication indicating an allowed set of services for the 
subscription; 

directing, when the balance reaches the first limit, the apparatus to set the second set of 
services as the allowed set of services and directing in response to the balance not any more 
reaching the first limit after reaching the first limit,

70. (Previously Presented) An apparatus according to claim 6 1 , wherein the 
comparing is performed during activating a connection and the apparatus further comprises: 

means for indicating which set of services is to be used with the connection; and in 
response to activating the connection with access to the first set of services to trigger 
deactivation of the connection when the balance reaches the first limit. 
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71. (Previously Presented) An apparatus according to claim 61 comprising: 

means for communicating with a second apparatus in a communication system 
maintaining subscription information including at least an indication indicating an allowed set of 
services for the subscription; 

means for directing, when the balance reaches the first limit, the second apparatus to set 
the second set of services as the allowed set of services and in response to the balance not any 
more reaching the first limit after reaching the first limit, 

means for directing the second apparatus to set the first set of services as the allowed set 
of services. 

72. (New) A method as claimed in claim 33, wherein the subscription further has 
subscription information maintained in the communication system; the method further 
comprising adding to the subscription information at least one of the first range of allowed IP 
addresses and the second range of allowed IP addresses. 
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
